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Donald Williams Named New Chief 
Of Westfield Savings Bank 


Donald A. Williams of Feeding Hills was elected 
president of the Westfield Savings Bank during the 
130th annual meeting of the bank's Corporators Tues¬ 
day night at the Oak Ridge Country Club. 

Mr. Williams, who also was elected to the bank's 
Board of Trustees, succeeds Arthur W. Knapp. Mr. 
Knapp remains as chairman of the board and chief ex¬ 
ecutive officer, positions he has held since April 1979. 

Mr. Williams, the bank's new president, joined 
Westfield Savings Bank in May 1979 after seven years 
with the Hampden Savings Bank in Springfield, where 
he was vice-president and mortgage officer. A native 
of New Market, Ontario, where he graduated from high 
school, Mr. Williams graduated from Northeastern 
University in Boston and received his master's degree 
in business adminstration from Western New England 
College. 

He is vice-president and president-elect of the 
Agawam Chamber of Commerce, is a member of the 
board of directors of WestMass, the Home Builders 
Association of Greater Springfield, and the Pioneer 
Valley Boy Scout Council; is a Trustee of the Eastern 
States Exposition, and is a member of the Agawam 
Lions Club and the Dante Club of West Springfield. 

Mr. Williams and his wife, the former Karen Franks 
of West Springfield, have two children. 

Mr. Knapp was the 15th president of the bank that 
was founded in Westfield in 1853. He joined Westfield 
Savings Bank in December of 1945 following World 
War II service as a B-26 pilqt in the Army Air Forces in 
Europe. In that year, the bank's total assets were 
around $1 1 million, and the one office, then at 100 Elm 
Street, was served by 10 employees. 

Now, 38 years later, total assets are almost $163 
million, and the four banking offices - two in Westfield 
and one each in Agawam and West Springfield - are 
served by some 60 employees. 


''These have been good and satisfying years," Mr. 
Knapp said, "but the time has come to give thought to 
the administrative structure of the years ahead, and 
perhaps to step back a bit from the daily pressures that 
have occupied me for almost four decades." 

During the meeting Mr. Knapp told the corporators 
that the past year was one ot continued strong com¬ 
petition for the savings dollars, "but we were able to 
maintain our earnings structure and end the year in the 
black." 

One of the most hopeful events of 1982, Mr. Knapp 
said, was Washington legislation that gave the bank¬ 
ing industry the needed opportunity to compete with 
the Money Market Funds that had taken in so many 
billions of savings dollars. 

"The opportunity to return some of those dollars to 
the nation's banks, where they will be invested in hous¬ 
ing and other ventures, can have a very favorable im¬ 
pact on the economy," he noted. Home building alone, 
he said, could have a major favorable impact on the 
economy because of the "ripple effect" that every 
home has, needing job-building materials ond equip¬ 
ment, and articles ranging from heating plants to 
dishes and lawn mowers, and many more. 

The Westfield Savings chairman said, "Whether the 
interest picture will remain less volatile than it has in 
recent years is, of course, questionable, and beyond 
prediction, but the fact remains that the lower interest 
rates do have one beneficial effect: holding down the 
increase in the rates of inflation." 

He told the corporators the bank is not looking for¬ 
ward to the new federal dividend withholding law that 
becomes effective in July of this year. "In fact, it is our 
hope that legislation to repeal the law will be passed 
by the Congress."

Fine Increase On 
Overdue Material At 
Agawam Library 

As of March 1, 1983, all odult materials borrowed 
from the Agawam Public Library will be subject to o 5 
fine per day if they are returned after the due date 
Therefore, the increase from 2 C to 5 C will become effec¬ 
tive March 16th for two-week items and March 30th for 
four week items The 2 C fine per day will be ma.nta.ned 
for all overdue children's materials. F.nes are assessed 
for days that the library is open only. 

The reason for this fine increase >s that the library 
extended its loan period from two weeks to four weeks 
for most items in the past year. Due to this longer loan 
period and the high cost of library mater.als, it is very 
important that items borrowed are returned on time so 
that others may have access to them. Also, the cos f o 
preparing and mailing overdue notices and bills is con- 
stantly increasing This high cost will be offset 
somewhat by the increased fines which are turned into 

the town treasury . 

Library borrowers are reminded that everything is 
free at the library until it is overdue The purpose of 
library fines is to ensure that materials are returned on 
time in order to serve everyone better. Since the goal of 
the library is to make its materials equally accessible 
to all town residents, patrons can support the library by 
returning items on time If patrons do not have enough 
money to pay all fines owed on overdue materials 
when they are returned, affordable installment 
payments will be arranged by the library staff. 
Remember the library's major goal is to recover the 
books loaned and not to collect fines. 

The library staff and patrons would greatly ap¬ 
preciate the return of any overdue items before the fine 
increase occurs in March.

While the bank has not yet received Internal 
Revenue Service regulations concerning the 
withholding law, "We are certain of one thing: it will 
add to our work load and may require additional per¬ 
sonnel and equipment. This, he observed, "is generally 
the inevitable result of regulatory action." 

The bank gained around $5 million during the past 
year to attain the almost $163 million asset figure, 
Mr. Knapp said, and the gain in savings deposits was 
also approximately $5 million over the year-ago figure.

Huth Perry's Musical Melodf 

Ruth Perry is quite fluent in a universal language, 
one which the people of all countries and all times can 
understand. This language, however, is written with 
notes instead of words and consists of melody, rhythm, 
harmony, and form. For at least seventy years, the 
language of music has been the essence of Ruth's life. 

Ruth's love of music developed while a small child 
as part of a musically oriented family. One of her 
earliest recollections was listening to her mother play¬ 
ing the reed organ for her seven children who enjoyed 
singing in accompaniment. Ruth also recalls her father 
stressing to each of his children that their talents are 
''only loaned” to them. If they didn't use them, then 
they'd be taken away from them 

Ruth clearly remembers that her musical debut oc¬ 
curred at thirteen when she played the organ at church 
on Easter Sunday. A graduate of the Keene Normal 
School, she later received her bachelor of science 
degree from Boston University and her master's from 
Columbia University. 

Music Director For Agawam's Schools 

Ruth reminisces about being approached by Ben¬ 
jamin Phelps, then superintendent of schools in 
Agawam, who asked her to serve as Agawam's 
musical supervisor, a position she occupied for twenty 
years. She also recalls traveling by trolley car to each 
of the town's elementary schools, three of which were 
only one room large. 

According to Ruth, she introduced her students to 
the basics of music appreciation, a relatively new 
course of study at that time. The Agawam High School 
Band can also credit its creation to Ruth, who initiated 
the ensemble with a scant eighteen pieces. 

After procuring a donation of brown wool and 
orange satin from the old mill on Elm Street, she pro¬ 
ceeded to sew the first band un*forms of brown capes 
with orange satin linings. Ruth relates that she enjoyed 
conducting the orchestra and producing musical 
shows, mostly Gilbert and Sullivan, which the band 
performed each year. 

After leaving her position in the Agawam School 
System, Ruth became musical director for the 
Longmeadow Senior and Junior High Schools for eigh¬ 
teen years. She was later named the first dean of the 
Springfield Chapter of the American Guild of Organists 
and is presently in charge of the placement bureau for 
organists and directors of that organization. 

Ruth confides that, although she plays the piano, her 
favorite musical instrument is the pipe organ which she 
has played for forty years at the First Church of Christ 
in, Longmeadow. 

Always Willing To Be Of Service 

Always ready to be of service, Ruth has been a 
trustee for the Captain Charles Leonard House for ten 
years and is currently serving as chairperson of that 
building's finance committee. She also keeps active by 
volunteering her time at the Springfield YWCA and 
presently serves on its membership committee. 

Ruth generosity, however, extends to more than 
volunteer work. For the past 41 years, she has rented 
the Capt. Leonard House for her traditional family reu¬ 
nion Thanksgiving dinner. This past year, the guest list

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come to understand what Gandhi did, but also who he 
was as a person. We see Gandhi as an honest, moral, 
and steadfast man who practiced what he preached 
and never backed down in his cause; because of who 
he was and what he did, he came to be called the 
Mahatma, which means Great Soul. 

In the role of Gandhi, Kingsley is so convincing that 
you almost believe you're actually watching the 
Mahatma himself. Like his followers, you find yourself 
listening to his every word as he grabs your attention 
and immediately earns your respect. Films such as this 
which deal with people of sterling character have a 
tendency to manipulate you so that you can't help but 
admire the protagonists, but Kingsley's performance is 
so riveting that he commands respect because of his 
personality and not just for his beliefs; because of this 
quality, Gandhi avoids being a piece of preachy pro¬ 
paganda in which the main character is nothing but a 
one-dimenstional figurehead. 

Kingsley also accomplishes something that is dif¬ 
ficult for actors to do - he's able to portray the 
character of Gandhi at different ages in a believable 
manner Nothing hurts the credibility of a performance 
more than seeing an elderly character who's so ob¬ 
viously being played by a young actor. Kingsley, 
. however, is credible during each stage of Gandhi's life 
through the use of different gestures and ways of 
speaking, as well as having makeup which makes him 
look almost identical to the man 

What I find interesting is that while he's an ac¬ 
complished Shakespearean actor, this insightful drama 
is Kingsley's first picture. After seeing such an im¬ 
pressive film debut, I'm forced to change my position 
on who should win the Oscar for Best Actor; although 
Paul Newman was outstanding in The Verdict. 
Kingsley, nevertheless, delivers a better performance.

Tis the season to discover frozen pipes People com 
ing back to the house from a Florida vacation, or going 
to the cottage near the ski lift for the first time in mon¬ 
ths, or waking up a-shiver after the furnace goes on the 
blink at 2 a m these people and more face the 
challenge of thawing frozen pipes. 

The challenge is really two fold First, of course, you 
want to get the pipe thawed out But it's equally impor¬ 
tant to achieve the goal without burning down your 
house, don't you agree? 

Using a heat torch calls for great care For those of 
us who aren't welders or U S Army flame-thrower ex¬ 
perts, the torch may be the hottest, most dangerous 
open flame we ever handle Read and follow label 
directions referring to lighting techniques, when and 


Kingsley Is Great As Gandhi 

Sometimes a film receives so much hype that when 
you finally see it you're disappointed because your ex¬ 
pectations were too great. However, Richard Atten¬ 
borough's Gandhi not only deserves the attention that 
it's been given, but will please moviegoers because it 
will more than satisfy their expectations. 

Gandhi traces the life of the Indian leader, who, 
through peacetul methods, fought tor his country's in 
dependence As a young lawyer in South Africa during 
the 1890's, Mohandas K Gandhi (Ben Kingsley) fights 
for the rights of Indians after he learned that his fellow 
countrymen were treated like dirt in this part of the 
world 

After doing all that he could possibly do in South 
Africa, he goes back to India in 1915 and realizes that 
things aren't much better for Indians in their own coun¬ 
try either Since he feels that he's a stranger in India 
because of his years abroad, Gandhi decides to live 
and dress like a peasant in order to understand the 
plight of the poor From this point on, the film deals 
with his nonviolent attempts to make India indepen 
dent from British rule until actual independence is 
achieved in 1947 and the violent aftermath between 
Hindu and Moslem factions. 

Like Lawrence of Arabia and Reds. Gandhi is a sweep¬ 
ing motion’picture that dramatizes an exciting and 
critical period of human history In short, it is an epic 


Wherever possible, apply the flame to a portion of 
the pipe which is not in close proximity to wood fram¬ 
ing members in your basement ceiling If your base¬ 
ment is finished, remember that most suspended ceil¬ 
ing tile and wood paneling can burn - get it well out of 
the way. If you must use the torch close to wooden 
framing - for example, when a water pipe is anchored 
to or near the basement ceiling jo sts throughout its 
length - reach up between the joists with your torch 
hand.

Here are some simple techniques for preventing 
pipes from freezing in the first place 

For pipes near perimeter walls of unheated 


provide just enough heat to prevent freezing Be sure to 
look for the UL label when buying electric appliances 
The easiest way to prevent pipes from freezing, if the 
house will not be unattended for a long time, is simply

The department of public works shall have the authority to plow snow from sidewalks where children 
are required to walk to school on main arteries including both paved and dirt sidewalks.

Freshman legislators, like myself were finally given 
our committee assignments Essentially, this assig¬ 
nment determines first and foremost where we will be 
situated and secondly, which committees we are ex¬ 
pected to labor in and hopefully, gain some expertise 
********** 

I have been assigned to the Committee on Insurance 
where my office is situated This committee promises 
to be interesting and will draw some attention over the 
coming years. Most of the attention will be paid to the 
passage of an Auto Insurance Reform Bill. 

Such a bill was introduced last year, however, it died 
at the end of last year's legislative session This same 
bill has been refiled for consideration in this year's ses¬ 
sion and hopefully it will enjoy the support of Governor 
Dukakis and his probably Insurance Commissioner, 
Michael Sabbagh. 

Speaking from a Western Mass perspective, this bill 
is attractive chiefly because of a provision which 
would decrease the effect that urban drivers have on 
rural and suburban driver's policies There are other 
reforms enclosed in this package but this change alone 
gives the bill a great deal of merit 

Of course, the Comittee on Insurance deals with the 
entire billion dollar industry and not just auto in¬ 
surance. We, as a committee, are determined to remain 

impartial and judge each bill on its own merit. 

*** 

The other committee to which I have been assigned 
is Housing and Urban Development, which should be 
equally interesting. This committee deals primarily 
with bills regarding housing and urban renewal, sub¬ 
division control, condominium laws, the Metropolitan 
District Commission, Housing Authorities, and other 
matters. 

Another bill which had also died in last year's ses¬ 
sion dealing with condominium conversions, has been 
refiled and will be heard in this committee.

Earlier this week Senate President William Bolger 
(D Boston) appointed an ad hoc special committee 
composed of 10 senators to examine Senate rules 
changes and report back its recommendations to the 
full Senate body by February 28th 

This signals the first attempt by a senate president 
to consider possible changes in the way the Senate 
conducts its business. It should be viewed as a pro¬ 
gressive and courageous step, especially when the 
results have the potential of diminishing the 
President's excessive powers over the flow of legisla¬ 
tion. 

Rules changes should be a continuing process A 
permanent special committee regularly examining 
ways to improve the efficiency of the Senate would 
allow all members greater opportunities to participate 
in the decisions governing how a bill becomes law It 

would create a more open and democratic process 

********** 

Filing of legislation should carry over from session to 
session This would create legislative savings in costs 
of printing the same bills each year and excessive 
bureaucratic paper work that results from the annual 
refiling. It would also give legislators needed flexibility 
to develop more comprehensive ond technically cor¬ 
rect legislative proposals 

The agenda and calendar for Senate floor action 
must remain within the jurisdiction of the Senate Presi¬ 
dent. Otherwise, chaos would result and the Senate 
would be run by the angriest senator of the week! 

However, it is incumbent upon the Senate President 
to give advance notice of late sessions so that in¬ 
dividual members can plan their schedules according¬ 
ly Night or late sessions are unavoidable around 
budget season and during proregation (the final days 
of the session when rules are suspended to expedite the 
legislative process) Perhaps, a vote of the Senate 
members on Monday to provide for late sessions that 
week would be in order 

The issue of television coverage of Senate pro¬ 
ceedings must be analyzed by examining how other 
state legislatures have provided this public educa¬ 
tional service 

These are some of the items which the special 
Senate committee on rules changes will consider this 
month ....

Councilors Thanked For Interest 

To The Editor: 

I would like to thank Councilors Dan Lacienski, Jack 
Shaughnessy, Walter Kerr, and Council President Don 
Rheault for their attendance at the special meeting 
held at the public library, January 10th. This meeting 
was for the presentation and discussion of a proposal- 
to develop the Bowles Airport property by the 
Agawam-based Zielinski Brothers construction firm. 
Councilors Mario DeLucchi, Dennis Roberts, and Ben 
Lockhart acknowledged the meeting but were unable 
to attend due to prior commitments. 

Although the property has passed into the hands of 
WestMass and some demolition of buildings has 
begun, the entire issue is far from settled as was evi¬ 
dent at the meeting's end! I commend President 
Rheault for publicly stating that the whole program of 
Agawam's involvement has been severely limited by 
WestMass's stipulations as to their development of the 
land. 

It is apparent that WestMass's influence and the pro- 
WestMass presentation of facts has caused other 
creditable proposals by townspeople to be sidetracked 
or ignored. It is a result of such thinking and the man¬ 
ner in which proposals were submitted/considered by 
the AEDIC that causes misconceptions to occur. 

The Zielinski brothers development plan has ap¬ 
parent financial benefits for the Town of Agawam as 
compared to the WestMass plan; specifically, payment 
of taxes on the land once purchased (Zielinski pro¬ 
posal) as opposed to no tax payments until site is 
developed (WestMass proposal). The Zielinski pro¬ 
posal also submits costs for airport runway construc¬ 
tion so that the industrial park can compete on a better 
footing with other area parks. 

Again, this townsperson appreciates the concern 
and interest of those councilmen present at the special 
meeting. I also appreciate those people who took time 
from their busy schedules to attend this meeting con¬ 
cerning the future of Agawam.

The executive board of the Agawam Education 
Association feels compelled to address the issues rais¬ 
ed by School Committeeman Raymond Saracino in his 
explanation for failing to support the two-year contract 
recently negotiated We would like to comment on the 
"automatic'' step increases and the evaluation system 
he referred to in an article which appeared in the 
Advertiser/News on January 13th. 

Step increases are not automatic. According to the 
contract, every teacher who has not achieved the six- 
year training level (the level just below a doctorate 
degree) must take a course approved by the superinten¬ 
dent at least once every three years in order to qualify 
for the increment 

Secondly, the contract also reads as follows; "The 
granting of any salary increment as set forth in the 
salary schedule shall not be deemed to be 
automatic The Superintendent shall have the power 
to recommend to the School Committee the 
withholding of any salary increment for inefficiency or 
for other good cause." 

Therefore, if all the teachers in Agawam have receiv¬ 
ed their increments every year, that must indicate that 
they are all complying with the requirements'of the 

contract and are working well and efficiently.

It should be noted that in the Agawam School 
System when a teacher takes a college course in the 
teacher's field, it is at his or her own expense. Due to 
the substantial increase in the costs involved in taking 
courses, in some communities across the state, this re¬ 
quirement has been dropped. In many other com¬ 
munities, the school systems have agreed to pay for 
courses because they feel that keeping the teachers ad¬ 
vised of recent trends in their fields is worth the ex¬ 
pense and that the financial burden should not be car¬ 
ried by the teachers whose salary increases have for 
many years failed to keep up with or even to approx¬ 
imate the cost of living increases in today's economy 

Teachers do not have cost of living increases figured 
in their salary schedules, as so many other workers do. 
The money paid as an increment step is a very small 
percentage and again comes nowhere close to the in¬ 
crease in the cost of living we have experienced. 

The low pay scale of teachers is causing concern 
about the future of the educational system in this coun¬ 
try. Alarming are the trends which indicate that fewer 
and fewer college graduates are entering the teaching 
field In years past, many of those who entered 
teaching were in the upper third of their graduating 
classes, whereas now the trend is reversed. It cannot be 
denied that a major contributing factor is the lack of 
pay commensurate with the cost of preparation for the 
job, with the responsibility on the job, and the 45-50 
hours a week of in-school and out-of-school work re¬ 
quired to do the job well The situation is already 
serious when it comes to attracting people prepared in 
math, science, and industrial arts areas, and it is rapid¬ 
ly getting more serious in the other teaching areas. 

Mr. Saracino seems to be proposing a merit system 
of some sort. It should be noted that a merit rating 
system was tried among the administrators a few years 
ogo and was dropped by agreement of both sides (ad¬ 
ministrators and School Committee) because it was 

found to be ineffective. 

***** 

In regards to Mr. Saracino's recommendation that 
evaluation be handled by outsiders, it seems that he 
has overlooked some very important facts. First of all, 
the job of evaluation is the responsibility of the ad¬ 
ministration according to the contract. Professional 
-esponsibiiity should supersede "personal friendship " 
That Mr Saracino suggests that the administrators in 
Agawam cannot exercise such professional respon¬ 
sibility seems to indicate a lack of confidence in the 
people who the School Committee has appointed to do 
that job 

The familiarity established between a principal and 
a teacher should actually help facilitate the evalua¬ 
tion. To do a decent and foir evaluation, the principal : 
should be very familiar with the capabilities and ac¬ 
complishments of his staff. An outside evaluator who 
would be in the system for a short time could not 
possibly make the kind of thorough and consistent 
study of a teacher's performance as should be done by 
the administrator over the course of the year 

After all, the evaluation process is not for the sole 
purpose of weeding out the ineffective teacher, but 
much more for the purpose of providing the means to 
•build a strong staff by highlighting strengths and at¬ 
tempting to correct weaknesses. 

We wonder if Mr. Saracino has considered the ex¬ 
pense of bringing in outside evaluators every year. Cer¬ 
tainly the money would be better spent to insure the 
retention of teaching staff. 

Since the contract provides for increment increases if 
earned and provides for a good evaluation system if 
carried out properly, then it would seem that it is up to 
the School Committee to see, through their ad¬ 
ministrators, that the contract specifications are car¬ 
ried out Yours truly,

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Clark Kindergarten Motivates Learning

The children file into the room in an orderly manner; 
remove hats, coats, and boots; seat themselves on a 
cleared area of carpeting; and help their teacher count 
aloud their number in taking attendance. 

It's difficult to believe these are five-year-olds, stu¬ 
dents of Mrs. Jane Sakowski Robinson in kindergarten 
Clark School. So deeply ingrained is their daily

routine that not even one deviates a bit. 

According to Mrs. Robinson, the Agawam School 
System is very flexible insofar as allowing each 
kindergarten teacher much latitude in her methods of 
teaching the required curriculum for that level. 

‘'The children must acquire certain knowledge in 
preparation for first grade, but no one dictates rigid 
methods of teaching those concepts," she explains. 

She points out that, in Agawam, the emphasis is on 
exposure to learning and not on mastery. "The more 
ready kindergartener will master the concepts, but not 
all are equally ready at this level," she says. Mrs. 
Robinson finds that frequent brief lessons offered over 
and over each day are effective in teaching the little 

ones who have short attention spans. 

***** 

Mrs. Robinson conducts her activities in one large 
room which is organized to accommodate the various 
aspects of the kindergarten curriculum. Snowmen, 
flakes, and evergreen trees hang from the ceiling; a 
candy cane tree grows paper goodies; and colorful 
Sesame Street characters play across a side bulletin 
board. 

Following recitation of the Pledge of Allegiance and 
a patriotic song, Mrs. Robinson begins each session 
with a formal lesson. Curiosity for learning is piqued 
through various techniques such as asking students to 
pull several items from a basket and then discovering" 
that all begin with the same sound. Follow-up written 
work reinforces the lesson. 

After the half-hour formal lesson, Mrs. Robinson 
then turns the children loose within the "activity 
centers" in the room. Each small area is divided from 
the others by pegboards or gaily-patterned curtains, 
and each reflects an aspect of the overall curriculum 
that all students are exposed to. Centers include ones 
for reading readiness, library, science, numbers, art, 
painting, listening, housekeeping, and blocks. 

"The children and I work with contracts in which

they may choose whichever centers they prefer for dai¬ 
ly activities, but must complete activities in all the ma¬ 
jor centers by the week's end," Mrs. Robinson explains, 
pointing out that she applies a star for each completed 
activity on the contract board each child wears around 
his neck. 

"I encourage each child to work in all centers so he 
may be exposed to a variety of learning experiences," 
she continues. "The stars on their contracts offer a 
concrete means of evaluating their progress that the 
youngsters can easily recognize." 

***** 

Mrs. Robinson indicates that a particularly impor¬ 
tant offshoot of working within centers is the socializa¬ 
tion which occurs among the children. The young 
students learn sharing, taking turns, respect for proper¬ 
ty, and so on while they work. 

To increase each child's sense of responsibility, she 
asks that at some time within the activity hour each 
comple.es a paper reinforcing the formal lesson with 
which class began. They are also allowed to choose 
whenever they want to eat their daily snack as long as 
it is some time within that hour-long period. She says 
that each child relaxes more and is happier eating 
when he or she is hungry and not when someone else 
tells him he must. 

To keep parents abreast of classroom activities and 
learning, Mrs. Robinson sends home a monthly 
newsletter in which she includes announcements of up¬ 
coming events, progress reports on aspects of the cur¬ 
riculum being studied, and usually a "sight 
vocabulary" story for beginning readers. 

Having spent a year as an exchange teacher in 
England, she has become convinced of the value of 
teaching kindergarten students certain "sight words," 
those which cannot be sounded out. Including simple' 
stories which use such words in the newsletters sent to 
parents gives them something to work on at home 
which can benefit the children at school. 

Each kindergarten teacher in the Agawam system 
has worked out a teaching method which best suits her 
situation. The students at Clark School are obviously 
benefiting from the classroom arrangement and 
lessons planned within the single room at that school.
